Strasburg, Ang.29 Since the Elector of Bavaria arriv’d 
with his Army sa Dutlingen, we have receiv’d more 
impartial'and true Accounts of the Battle of Hochiter 
than what the Enemy have publifh’d ; the Subftance 
of thefe Accounts is'what follows, The Enemy being 
inform’d, that the French and Bavarian Army h 
pafs’d the Danube at Lawingen and Dillingen, laid 
afide their Defign of beficging Ingolftadt, and drew. 
together all thew Forces,thoie Troops excepted whit 
they had left on the fideof the Rhine, and fo had the 
Superiority by 40 Squadrons. [The 2 Armies march’d 
to mieet €ach other, at 6 in ihe Morning: they were 
in fight of each other and in Battalia in 2 Lines,with- 
in half a League of Hochftet. The Right commanded 
by the Marfhalde Tallard extended it felf-to the Da- 
nmube; and the Infantry, which was in the Centre, 
‘commanded ‘by the Marquefs de Biainville, had a 
Village before them, in the Houfes of. which and be- 
hind-the Hedges of the Lanes about it a certain nume 
ber af them was pofted. The _— Body,and the Left, 
extended to a Hill and a Wood, and had a Village be- 
fore them which was burnt. Between the 2 Armies 
was a little Rivulet or Brook of 2 Foot bread, which 
ran by the Villages, the fides of which Brook were 
marfhy, but the great Heats had dried them.
